City Perplexed 
About Housing 


City officials still know very little 
about HUD-approved housing for low- 
income and elderly families in Plano. 
The U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development approved the 
144 housing units for Plano and 
numerous other units for surrounding 
suburbs and North Dallas about two 
weeks ago, but City Manager David 
Griffin and engineer Bob Buffington 
have heard sparse news of the im­ 
pending project since. 


‘‘They put more in the newspapers 
than they do in our hands,” Griffin 
said. “We got a notice back in July 
that this was being contemplated and 
haven’t really heard anything since.” 
Tentatively set at Park Boulevard 
and Avenue N are 60 four-bed, 48 
three-bed and 12 two-bed sem i­ 
detached row houses and 24 three-bed 
walk-ups for a total of 144 units. 


Buffington said that HUD has not 
even 
told 
the 
city 
whether 
the 
development will be on the north or 
south side of Park Boulevard but that 
“ from putting two and two together” 
he suspects it will be on the south side. 
“ But that’s not to say the north side 
won’t get one later,” he added. 
Once HUD contacts the city again, 
there should be few problems in 


beginning the development, said the 
city manager. 
“There are no local restrictions in 
that particular location for what they 
want to do,” noted Griffin, “ but they 
still have to go through our planning 
process.” 
A total of more than $24 million in 
housing was approved by HUD for 
Dallas’ outlying neighborhoods and 
the surrounding suburbs. 
Besides 
Plano, th ree other suburbs will 
receive the new housing—Richardson, 
Irving and Cedar Hill. North Dallas 
will also receive a large portion of the 
housing. 
Subsidized under HUD’s Section 8 
housing plan, the projects will serve 
both low-income families and low- 
income elderly residents. The HUD 
action appears to be a m ajor effort to 
put more m oderate and low-income 
housing in middle and upper income 
neighborhoods. 
Four hundred of the 1,022 total 
housing units will be constructed in 
the suburbs with the rem ainder going 
to Dallas. 
Standards for choosing projects 
state they should not generally be 
located in minority ghettos, in racially 
mixed areas or where there is a “high 
proportion of low-income persons.” 
Ford White House 
Touched by Korea? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hearsay 
testimony by a form er Korean CIA 
agent raises the possibility that his 
government’s alleged bids to buy 
influence in Washington may have 
reached high into the Ford White 
House as well as Congress . 
That rem ained a mystery today 
because Counsel Leon Jaworski kept 
the witness, Rim Sang Keun, from 
naming U.S. officials at a House 
ethics committee hearing Thursday, 
and investigators later said privately 
they did not know how much truth 
there is to the story he spun. 
But there seemed little reason tcr- 
doubt that Koreans tried to give^ 
congressmen money after testimony 
by the wives of Reps. Kika de la 
Garza, D-Tex., and John Myers, R- 
Ind. 
They 
told 
the 
panel 
their 
husbands were offered envelopes full 
of cash during a 1975 trip to Seoul, but 
rejected the apparent bribes. 
Before the women described those 
incidents, Kim Sang Keun, a defector 
from the Korean CIA last fall, spent 
several hours depicting clandestine 
operations that he said were designed 
to win favorable American policies for 
Korea and suppress criticism of 
President Park Chung Hee’s regime. 
The highlight cam e when he said 
K orean-born businessm an Hancho 
Kim told him in 1975 an “assistant to 
the President” 
in 
Gerald Ford’s 
adm inistration and “ a high official of 
Congress” were involved in “ the 
Tongsun Park affair.” 
Hancho Kim has been indicted in 
the scandal on charges of conspiracy 
and lying to a grand jury. Park, the 
now-famous Korean rice dealer, has 
remained in Seoul and refused to 
testify since being charged with mail 
fraud, 
conspiracy, 
bribery and 
racketeering in the case. 
Justice Departm ent officials an­ 
nounced in Seoul Thursday they were 
unable to work out term s to question 


Park there for a separate criminal 
investigation. 
Kim Sang Keun, appearing for a 
second day, told the House panel he 
knew little about P ark ’s activity but 
spoke in detail about Hancho Kim’s 
job — saying Seoul sent Hancho Kim 
at least $600,000 to use for cash 
payoffs, 
gifts, 
entertainm ent 
and 
other favors to congressmen and 
others in government.

Politicos Back Ruling 


Candidates Support Torres Action 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - Rep. Bob 
K rueger, 
D-Tex., 
and 
A ttorney 
General John Hill have praised the 
Justice Departm ent for asking 
a 
federal grand jury to determine if five 
Houston policemen involved in the 
beating and drowning of Joe Campos 
Torres violated the civil rights of the 
prisoner. 
The grand jury in Houston Thurs­ 
day indicted four of the officers on 
charges of violating the civil rights of 
Torres, 23. 
The indictm ent ch arg es T erry 
Denson, 
Stephen 
Orlando, 
Joseph 
Janish and Louis Kinney conspired to 
violate the civil rights of Torres after 
a barroom drunk arrest. 
The fifth officer, 
Glenn 
Brink- 
meyer, was named as an unindicted 
co-conspirator. He pleaded guilty to a 
misdemeanor civil rights charge filed 
Thursday. Sentencing was delayed on 
the charge. 
Krueger, a candidate for the U.S. 
Senate, said the misdemeanor punish­ 
ments given Denson and Orlando in a 
Huntsville 
trial 
had 
caused con­ 
siderable concern. 


“To have probated sentences of one- 
year in a case involving taking of 
someone’s life seemed a very slender 
punishment,” Krueger said. 
He said his office had been in daily 
contact with the Justice Department 
to ask for a determination as to 
whether Torres’ civil rights had been 
violated. 
“ I think that until all Americans 
and all Texans can feel confident that 
the laws are going to be enforced 
equally, none of us will have full 
confidence in the law and for that 
reason I think it is very important that 
this m atter be assessed, it is very 
proper that 
the attorney general 
should open the question of whether 


basic hum an rights have 
been 
violated,” said Krueger. 
Hill and Gov. Dolph Briscoe both 
had requested the Justice D epart­ 
ment to investigate the case. Hill who 
is opposing Briscoe in next year’s 
governor’s race, said an investigation 
by his office had determined the 
former officers had violated T orres’ 
civil rights. 
“ We are pleased with the prompt 
action of the Justice Department in 
presenting this m atter to the grand 
jury,” Hill said. “This is another 
example of the Justice Department 
following up Attorney General Griffin 
Bell’s new' policy of evaluating each 
case on its own merits ’’ 


Liverpool Won't Honor 
Most Famous Quartet 


LIVERPOOL. England (U PI) — The home town of the Beatles has decided 
the group is not worthy enough to be rem em bered formally. 
The city 's General Purposes Committee Thursday voted 10-8 against plans 
to erect a statue in honor of the “ fab four” — John Lennon, Paul McCartney, 
George Harrison and Ringo Starr — who emerged from obscurity in 
Liverpool to imprint the “Mersey sound” on pop music worldwide in the 
1960s. 
“They a re n t worthy of a place in our history,” said councilor Rod Stod­ 
dard chairman of the committee which was asked to authorize a lifesize 
statue “ They m ade a lot of money and we have never seen them since they 
departed from the scene.” 
Councilor Tony McVeigh said the Beatles’ behavior heaped “ tremendous 
discredit’’ on their hometown once they became famous John Lennon he 
said. proffered “an absolute insult’’ to Queen Elizabeth II when he returned 
her medal making him a Member of the British Empire 
“They turned down requests to appear in the city for official functions I 
am dead against having the statue.” McVeigh said “They ended up taking 
drugs and bringing tremendous discredit to the citv. They could not sing for 
toffee.”

Lubbock, Tex. (UPI) - The board 
of directors of the State Bar of Texas 
reluctantly is considering advertising 
for lawyers. 
The board, conducting a three-day 
meeting which concludes Saturday, 
must set guidelines for the state’s 
attorneys because of a recent U.S. 
Suprem e Court 
ruling 
allow ing 
limited advertising for attorneys. 
Regardless 
of 
what 
the 
board 
decides, many attorneys have in­ 
dicated they will refrain from ad­ 
vertising. 
Houston attorney Vince Rehmet 
Thursday was vehem ent in his 
displeasure over advertising by the 
legal profession. 
“ I hate advertising worse than sin,” 
said Rehmet 
“ I’m not going to 
engage in it. But we have to be 
realistic about what the court did and 
what the court may do ” 
The board’s committee on lawyer 
advertising has subm itted 
four 
suggestions. 
One plan would permit advertising 
in print or on radio in the area where 
the attorney resides. The advertising 
could include the lawyer’s specialize 
tions or field of practice, fixed fees for 
particular services, hourly rates and 
the fee for initial consultation 
The 
second 
plan 
under 
con 
sideration is what a board member 
called an “ a n tifra u d ” approach 
Under this plan, lawyers would be 
prohibited 
from 
advertising on 
television without bar approval and 
would be prohibited from advertising 
statistical data on past performance, 
endorsements and slogans. 
The third plan would discourage 
advertising but lawyers would be 


permitted to list fees in newspapers as 
long as the ads are not “ false and 
misleading.” 
The fourth plan, and the one most 
feel will be the one adopted by the 
board, would allow lawyers to ad­ 
vertise in a “ dignified” m anner in 
newspapers and Yellow Pages. Ads 
could include certain biographical 
information about the lawyer and 
specific fee information

influenza immunizations will 
be offered in state-operated 
public health clinics. 
“ This policy, however, 
shouldn’t detract from the 
importance of an effective

program, says Dr. Charles

Influenza, or flu, is an 
acute respiratory illness 
whose symptoms include 
fever, cough, sore throat, a 
“ runny” nose, and general 
aches.

To 
the 
aged 
or 
chronically ill, however, flu 
may be a life-threatening 
illness. 
During the last century 
alone, there have been seven 
instances of global spread, 
known as pandemics, and 
numerous epidemics, when 
the occupance of influenza 
is more or less restricted to 
one region. 
Outbreaks of flu usually 
occur abruptly. The disease 


spreads 
through 
com­ 
munities, peaking in about 
three weeks and subsiding 
after another three to four 
weeks. Twenty to 50 percent 
of susceptible members of 
the population may be af­ 
fected, with the highest 
incidence in children ages 
five to 14. 
The most frequent com­ 
plication of flu is a secon­ 
dary bacterial infection in 
the lower respiratory tract. 
U su ally 
these 
bacterial 
infections 
can

cessfully treated with an­ 
tibiotics. In recent years, 
however, 
drug-resistant- 
pneumonias, 
especially 
among hosptial patients, 
have been on the increase. 
Developmental research is 
concerned with determining 
the best method of giving 
influenza vaccine. The exact 
mechanism of spread by the

completely understood, but 
it is believed that the agent 
enters the body through the 
upper respiratory tract.

Fall Season Perfect 
To Change Gardens 


Fall is a good time to do a 
little 
landscaping 
and 
rearranging in your yard 
Add a new flower lied or 
border. Move perennials and 
bulbs lo a more desirable 
location. 
Container grown 
evergreens may be used to 
replace or add any desired 
planting 
If you are able to do so now 
is a good time to add peat 
moss, Penna Oro, Win 
terizer and Root Stimulator 
fertilizer or bulb and bed 
ding plant food If you are 
raking your leaves use them 
in the compost heap or add 
them to the top of your beds 
working the peat moss, 
fertilizer, leaves, etc. into a 
depth of six or eight inches; 
this will help to build the soil 
and make the plants grow 


--k - 
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and bloom 
Well prepared soil is an 
asset when it comes planting 
time. Soon after you plant 
bulbs or seeds or small 
plants the tender little roots 
begin to grow and seek food 
and moisture for growth and 
blooms. 
The ideal soil is porous and 
drains well but it will have a 
tendency to hold moisture 
for the roots 
Pertilizer 
should be used at planting 
time 
only 
if your 
bed 
preparation is such that it 
will be dug in and evenly 
distributed throughout the 
soil; otherwise use only a 
root 
stimulator solution 
which will be available at 
your local nursery. 
If you are making a 
compost heap the addition of 
a compost maker will help 
the action and the compost 
will be made in a much 
shorter lime. Compost may 
be added at any time you are 
cultivating your 
beds 
or 
garden 
Almost any garden spot is 
suitable for bulb planting 
You may prefer meadow 
planting 
or 
naturalized 
plantings to that of a formal 
garden. 
Bulbs are very 
attractive focal points at the 
base of trees and shrubs. 
They may be planted in the 
foreground 
of 
existing 
hedges, fences or other 
plantings. 
You may w ish to combine 
them with your annuals and 
perennials A bulb planting 
beneath your pansy bed is 
very effective in early spring 
when the pansies are still 
blooming 
and 
the tulips, 
daffodils, hyacinths or other 
spring bulbs start flowering 
The 
foliage 
does 
not 
detract 
from 
the 
other 
plantings and the same care 
aids both the annual planting 
and the bulbs. In late spring 
the pansy plants may be 
replaced

vincas. In this way you will 
be able to enjoy year round 
color and beauty. 
After you have prepared 
and planted your beds you 
may wish 
to mulch 
the 
plantings so as to conserve

A good bark mulch may be 
spread around the growing 
plants taking care to leave 
an area exposed around any 
cold loving plants such as 
peonies. 
You may wish to clean 
your rose bed.

available now you will be 
ready when they arrive at 
the nursery.

sulphur to your rose bed as 
you cultivate it is helpful as 
roses need an acid soil. You 
may remove any dead limbs 
or runners from the roses 
but it would be better to wait 
until later to do any severe 
pruning. 
Remember running roses 
bloom next year on this 
year’s growth—so take care 
when removing any runners 
from your climbing roses.

“ toughens up” and will

and drought. 
A backyard tree you have 
been pampering with plenty 
of water and perhaps fer­ 
tilizer tends to be soft and 
succulent and susceptible to 
cold 
injury, 
explains 
Risinger. 
As autumn ap­ 
proaches, days grow shorter 
and temperatures get lower 
and lower. This starts to 
harden the tree. 
To help this process, give 
your 
trees 
a 
good deep 
soaking as deep as the roots 
go (usually 4-5 feet) from the 
middle to the last of Sep­ 
tember, then cut off the 
watering (except shallow 
watering for lawns) until 
about Christmas. The root 
zone of a tree rooting 3 feet 
deep will store plenty of 
water to last until the first 
killing frost. 
From mid-September until 
frost the tree continues to 
withdraw water from the 
soil. 
As it does so, 
the 
available water supply in the 
root zone shrinks lower and 
lower and becomes harder 
and harder for the roots to 
absorb. This gradually puts 
the tree under stress which 
slows down its growth and 
hardens its cells. 
All the tree needs now to 
trigger it into dormancy is a 
gentle 
nudge—the 
first 
killing frost. Your tree is 
now ready for winter, says 
the county agent.

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WHY SOME PLANTS GO TO POT 


D u ring the current plant 
boom many a plant has gone to 
pot but don't blame your luck 
on the pot itself. You can grow 
good plants in both clay and 
plastic pots—you just have to 
understand how they work. 
There are usually 3 types of 
containers normally used for 
growing house plants: clay. 
plastic and glazed. Glazed con­ 
tainers are the trickiest of all 
because they do not drain well 
and there’s a great chance of 
overwatering or drowning the 
roots. 
Plastic pots are used in large 
q u an tities b ecau se th ey are 
made at a fraction of the cost 
of the clay pots. They are light­ 
weight, stack easily and that’s 
why commercial growers like 
them. However, you can grow 
grow' plants in either type. 
Let's discuss plastic pots first. 
They are not porous—d o not 
“breathe.” There is some evap­ 
oration from the soil surface 
(plus a little from drainage 
holes) but most of the water is 
used by the plant. There is no 
evaporation from the sides. If 
you water a plant in a plastic 


pot us much as you do in a cla> 
pot. the net result is suffoca­ 
tion due to too much water 
around the roots, whereas 50 % 
o f the water applied to a clay 
pot evaporates before reaching 
the roots. 
lf you're in the process of 
repotting your plants before 
you move them indoors, see if 
you can find any fast moving 
pests in the soil, th e s e could he 
springtails or symphylids, and 
can be controlled by mixing up 
a teaspoon of Black Leaf 40 
(n icotin e su lp h ate) 
to two 
quarts of water. Apply some 
around the base- of the plant 
and it will check most under­ 
ground pests. 
Here’s what might fool you 
about plastic pots: the top of 
the soil may feel dry to your 
finger tips, but the lower half 
might be still wet. thus prompt­ 
ing a grower to pour on more 
water to the dry top. The roots 
get more water, less oxygen and 
suffocation sets in. The new 
water meters which are thrust 
into the soil are very helpful in 
determining if water is needed. 
Or you can insert a lolly pop 
stick into the soil. Pull it out. 
If soil articles cling to it, no 
water is needed. If it comes out 
“ clean” add some water. 
H ere’s another fact about 
plastic pots. Unlike clay pots, 
they don't hold fertilizer salts. 
Clay pots have a great capacity 
for latching on to salts—that's 
why you see that crusty mate­ 
rial on the sides of them. Plastic 
pots lose fertilizer faster, espe­ 
cially if the soil com ponents 
inclu de sand, sp hagn um or 
compost.

Lately I have been describ­ 
ing various spring-flowering 
bulbs that are planted now, in 
the fall. I gave some planting 
tips for those who decided to 
take the plunge and try some 
out. 
But what about those who, 
like me, are too impatient to 
wait for April and the first 
blooms to appear? And what 
about those who live in the 
extremes of cold and warm 
winters in the northern and 
southernmost parts of our 
continent? They have special 
problems growing these love­ 
ly blooms, because of either 
too much or too little cold. 
Potting up spring-flowering 
bulbs for early bloom in the 
house is usually called “forc­ 
ing” bulbs, though the pro­ 
cess does not really involve 
force. What it does involve is 
simulating the period of cold 
and rest the bulbs, in the 
normal course of events out­ 
doors, need to bloom in the 
spring, then bringing them to 
wakefulness and flowering 
earlier than they would nor­ 
mally awaken in the outdoor 
garden. 
Turfgrass Can Add

Heard, tu rf and crop ph ysio- 
logist with the Texas Agri­ 
cu ltu ral E x p e rim e n t Sta­ 
tion, a m ore favorable, har­ 
monious environm ent and 
im proved m ental health are 
im portant benefits of turfs, 
particularly to people living 
in high density urban areas. 
Heard suggests seven dis­ 
tinct areas in which turfs 
make significant functional 
contributions to the quality 
of life. 
Grass is by far the most ef­ 
fective and least costly m eth­ 
od available to stabilize soil 
against loss by water eros­ 
ion. w hether it be on a road­ 
side, park, lawn. ditch bank, 
institutional ground, o r ski 
slope.

What do you need to have in 
order to successfully bring 
bulbs to bloom indoors? You 
need the right varieties of 
bulbs, a cold, dark corner in 
your basement (or space in 
your fridge), and patience. 
Buy and pot the bulbs as 
early as possible in the fall. 
The most commonly used 
bulbs for indoor bloom are 
crocus, hyacinth, tulips and 
daffodil. But not all varieties 
are suitable for forcing. Cata­ 
logues list the ones that are, 
and nurseries will have the 
forcing types indicated. 
My favorite indoor tulips 
are General de Wet for its 
fragrance, and Carlton for its 
gorgeous red color. You can’t 
beat King Alfred for mag­ 
nificence in indoor daffodils. 
G eranium 
and 
B arrett 
Browning and good white- 
and-orange ones for forcing. 
Just about all crocus are easy 
to force into indoor bloom, 
and most of the hyacinths, 
one large bulb to a pot. 
Bulb pans are good to use 
for potting bulbs. They are 
made just half as high as 
usual, so that more space is 
available for the bulbs with­ 
out all the unnecessary height 
which tends to make the tall­ 
er varieties topple over too 
easily. 
Fill tfie pot part way with 
sandy soil, set the bulbs on 
top of the soil and cover with 
enough soil to just barely 
cover the pointed tips of the 


bulbs and leave the soil level 
one inch below the pot’s rim. 
Face the flat side of tulip 
bulbs towards the rim of the 
pot — the largest leaf will 
sprout from this flat side. The 
bulbs can be set close to­ 
gether, for the most effective 
display. Keep just one variety 
to a pot so that they will all 
bloom together. 


Once they are potted, w ater 
thoroughly and put the pots in 
your cold room or other cold, 
dark corner of your base­ 
ment. Ideally, the bulbs need 
about a month at 50 degrees 
F. (IO C .) and another month 
or more at a bit colder. The 
large bulbs can be brought 
into a subdued light when the 
shoots are grown three to four 
inches. Keep the soil moist 
but not wet while the bulbs 
are 
forming roots 
during 
their cold period. 


Do not bring the bulbs into 
light too soon. Impatience is 
the most common cause of 
failure. I bring ours from the 
cold room onto the cool, mod­ 
erate light of the laundry 
room floor to allow the shoots 
to color slowly. When the 
flowers open, keep them out 
of sunny windows and the 
blooms will last longer. 
You cannot force the same 
bulb twice. After blooming, 
let the foliage ripen and d ry; 
store the bulb in the base­ 
ment in its pot and plant it in 
the garden in the fall.

Often this 
happens and one sees green left, particularly in crevices 
where a brush should be used to clean and remove the 
polish. I find it much better to wash a piece in hot soapy 
water and then rinse in hot water and rub dry to a shine 
(after cleaning) to be sure all the polish is removed.

Plano Tops Richardson

Thursday night, the Plano 
Senior High Junior Varsity 
football team played host to 
the Richardson Eagles JV 
squad at John Clark Field. 
The Wildcats upped their 
record to 6-1-0 by defeating 
the Eagles, 10-6.

sion because of the severity 
of his injury. Benson, an All-
